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Roads 'gobbling up' the city 


Starting off from tree-lined 
Finlayson Avenue, city 
aldermen travelled a cir¬ 
cuitous route this week in a 
verbal tour embracing Los 
Angeles, Honolulu, 
Wellington, New Zealand and 
Detroit’s crime scene — 
complete with its high rate of 
“homocide and sexual per¬ 
version.” 

It was another of those 
Much Ado About Traffic 
debates that have become an 
established part of the City 
Hall routine, featuring in the 


role of adversaries city traffic 
engineer Dave Campbell and 
Mayor Peter Pollen (ably 
assisted on this occasion by 
Aid. Sam Bawlf). 

On the one hand, there was 
Campbell telling the public 
works committee that a 
deflector system to 

discourage through traffic on 
Finlayson was bound to throw 
a heavier load on already- 
congested Hillside. On the 
other, there was Pollen telling 
Campbell that he was 
producing only the 


“technological respoase” to 
the whole problem of traffic 
accommodation vis a vis 
environmental deterioration. 

Such a response, the mayor 
insisted, would demand that 
“a hole be punched through 
Beacon Hill Park” because 
that was one obvious solution 
to part of the city’s traffic 
problem. 

“My God, if you keep on 
responding to the demands of 
the automobile you are going 
to have the city gobbled up,” 
Pollen protested. And he cited 


some of the social ills and 
environmental disasters that 
have befallen cities such as 
Los Angeles through rampant 
growth of freeways to handle 
more and more cars. 

When Campbell noted that 
those freeways have the best 
accident record in the world, 
the mayor pointed out that 
U S. cities also have the 
highest crime rate. 

Several months ago council 
established the policy of 
preserving Finlayson as a 
quiet residential street rather 


than developing it as a major 
crosstown route, according to 
a traffic plan initiated more 
than 10 years ago. 

At this week's meeting, 
Bawlf criticized the traffic 
department for not im¬ 
plementing councils in¬ 
structions at that time to 
preserve Finlayson’s “in¬ 
tegrity” by deflecting through 
traffic around the area. 

But committee chairman 
Aid. Alf Hood defended 
Campbell, reminding 
aldermen that the department 


had voiced strong opposition 
to the proposal on grounds 
that it would pile more 
crosstown traffic onto 
Hillside, which was already 
working to capacity. 

Another difficulty with 
placing deflectors at the Code 
and Quadra ends of Finlayson, 
he said, was that motorists 
would still try to use that 
general route by some 
diversions on adjoining 
streets. 

The traffic engineer 
stressed repeatedly he was 


not trying to foist any par¬ 
ticular policy on council. “I’m 
just giving you the facts, you 
can do what you want to,” he 
shrugged. 

What the committee finally 
recommended was an ex¬ 
perimental program using 
street deflectors, to solicit 
neighborhood response. It will 
also study Campbell’s 
proposal to widen Finlayson 
by two feet on both sides, to 
provide a pavement width of 
30 feet for two traffic lanes 
and a parking lane. 


HOLIDAY 
IN AUGUST 


For the first time, B.C. residents will get a long weekend 
this August. 

Legislation introduced in the legislature this week 
establishes British Columbia Day to be observed on the first 
Monday in August. 

Provincial Secretary Ernest Hall said in an interview B.C. 
had been the last province without a statutory holiday in August. 
Employers, he said, will have to recognize the new holiday by 
•dying their employees a day off with pay. 

B.C.’s resident-Scotsmen will also be pleased to hear that at 
long last the province has its own tartan. 

Designated the British Columbia Tartan, it will consist of 
128 threads in the following order: four white, 16 red, eight blue, 
16 red, four black, 16 red, 16 blue, four yellow, 16 blue, 16 green, 
four black and eight green. 

Said Hall: “It was a textile designer s dream.” 


KINNAIRD ATTENDING 

Press talks 
to resume 


Negotiations will resume 
Tuesday between Victoria 
Press Ltd. and the Joint 
Council of Newspaper Unions 
to try to resolve a three- 
months dispute which has 
deprived Victorians of their 
two daily newspapers. 

Associate Deputy Laboi 
Minister James Kinnaird 
called the meeting following a 
request from Victoria Press 
general manager Jack 
Melville for help from the 
Provincial labor department. 

It will be the third meeting 
between the two sides since 
printing pressmen struck the 
plant Dec. 1 and management 
closed the doors on members 
of the other unions. 

Labor Minister Bill King 
was asked in the legislature if 


he had anything to report as a 
result of representations 
made to him by Victoria Press 
management last week. 

Melville and vice-president 
Stuart Underhill asked King 
for advice on how a settlement 
might be reached. 

King said he had no 
statement to make to the 
house on that meeting. 

“I am examining the 
representations made to me 
but I don’t think it would be 
helpful to discuss it at this 
time,” he said. 

“I don’t intend to become an 
alternative to collective 
bargaining,” he said. “If I feel 
there is a positive role that 
can be played by my depart¬ 
ment, beyond mediation, I will 
certainly consider it.”

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Silent Barrett 
tagged 'liar' 


Premier Barrett remained silent in the 
legislature Tuesday when he was accused of 
lying by Liberal leader David Anderson. 

And the chairman of the House, which 
was in committee of supply, did not order 
Anderson to withdraw his charge. 

The legislature was in total silence for a 
moment after Anderson’s charge, then a 
Social Credit member rose and debate 
resumed. 

Even government backbenchers made no 
demand for a withdrawal, to the evident 
surprise of Anderson’s fellow Liberals. 

Outside the House, Barrett said he didn’t 
construe Anderson’s remarks as a direct 
charge, Anderson had simply said he believed 
the affidavits of others, rather than the 
premier, and on the strength of that the 
premier could be accused of lying. 

If it turned out that Anderson had ac¬ 
tually accused him of lying to the House, he 
would ask him to withdraw his charge, 
Barrett said. 

Also outside the House, Anderson made it 
clear he meant to accuse the premier of lying. 

"I charge the premier with lying to the 
House,” Anderson reiterated. 

His charge came in the middle of con¬ 
tinued debate over allegations that Barrett 
interfered with the operations of the B.C. Egg 
Marketing Board as charged in sworn af¬ 


fidavits by two former board members. (See 
earlier report on page 10.) 

Barrett has confirmed that he met 
members of the board and told them to settle 
their differences but denied that he ordered 
them to do anything. 

Anderson said this statement by Barrett 
was not satisfactory. He added that he had 
spoken to one of the former board members 
who signed an affidavit and had found him to 
be an honest man. 

Normal parliamentary practice is to 
require that a charge of lying be immediately 
withdrawn but such a request was not made 
by committee chairman, Carl Liden (NDP- 
Delta). Since the House was in committee, 
Speaker Gordon Dowding did not preside. 

When Transport Minister Robert 
Strachab was accused last year of lying by 
Robert McClelland (SC-Langley), who 
refused to withdraw his charge. McClelland 
was forced to leave the chamber. 

Anderson said it was obvious either the 
premier or the ex-board members were lying 
and he believed it was the premier. 

Pat McGeer, (L-Vancouver-Point Grey), 
who preceded Anderson, asked the premier if 
he would be willing to swear an affidavit that 
he did not order the board to do anything. 
Barrett did not respond.

A “maverick” group of 
reactionary B.C. doctors is 
deliberately misinterpreting 
the Foulkes report on 
provincial health care, the 
report’s author has charged. 

Government consultant Dr. 
Richard Foulkes says the 
group, composed mainly of 
Surrey area doctors 
traditionally opposed to “any 
change” in the health system, 
has distributed propagandized 
summaries of his report that 
are "complete misin¬ 
terpretation.” 

Foulkes says that one doctor 
who appears to have been 
misled by the group’s 
“propaganda’’ is Victoria 
Medical Society president Dr. 
Charles Ireland 

In a recent Express story, 
Dr. Ireland voiced doctors' 
fears that the health care 
reshuffle proposed by Foulkes 
would mean “absolute central 
control” by government and 
lead to dehumanized medicine 
for the patient. 

But Foulkes says that 
anyone who has read his 
report would have seen that it 
advocates “a lowering of 
authority from the central 
government to regions and 
local communities." is anti- 
bureaucratic and people- 
oriented. 

“It (the report) is issued as 
a challenge to government to 
loosen it^ present grip over 


health and social services . . . 
it provides an alternative to 
the sterile world described in 
George Orwell’s 1984." 

Replying to critics who have 
called his report “socialistic,” 
Foulkes says many of his 
recommendations are similar 
to those prepared for Liberal 
and Conservative govern¬ 
ments in Quebec and Ontario. 

Foulkes says his report does 
not mean doctors will become 
"civil servants” — as implied 


by Ireland — because they 
will be under group contract 
to proposed local health 
centres. 

‘He attacks Ireland’s 
reference to medicine as a 
"large number of small 
businesses," arguing that a 
doctor is not a "businessman” 
but a "physician who is paid to 
use his unique skills on behalf 
of his neighbor and in an 
environment in which he has 
increased publicly-financed 
support services.” 


Reform group 
1 a straw man' 


Dr Richard Foulkes is 
wrong if he thinks only a 
"minority group" of doctors 
disagrees with his report on 
B.C.’s health care system, 
according to B.C. Medical 
Association president Ken 
‘Hill. 

Hill says Foulkes’ attack on 
alleged deliberate misin¬ 
terpretations" of his report by 
a group of doctors within the 
BCMA called the "Reform 
Group” is itself deceiving the 
public. 

"Dr. Foulkes would have 


the public believe that only the 
so-called "Reform Group ' 
within the BCMA disagrees 
with his report.

Another of those finger-painting chimpanzees has had a 
picture hung and awarded in yet another American art gallery, 
as you may have read, and once more modern art is taking its 
lumps. Too bad, says I 

Until I painted Perch, a carefree of not downright lunatic 
excursion into tempera, my interest in abstracts or im-' 
pressionism was somewhat remote, except for defending it 
occasionally on the grounds that in art, as in life, the unexpected 
adds zest. 

My own moments.with the brush have always been purely 
for therapeutic reasons since I find it the best of all means of 
relaxation. From the very beginning I was a lighthouse or barn’ 
man 

People could say of my work, as they often did, that it was 
lousy, but at least it was always readily identifiable. My critics 
would say, “That’s a lousy lighthouse” or “that’s a lousy barn” 
and that was praise enough for me. What I lacked in talent I 
made up for in bold color and the utter certainty that I would be 


In defence of the modern artist 
by one who made it by accident 


leaving nothing for posterity. In that respect I was, you might 
say, a confident artist. 

Then, overnight. I made the accidental transition from a 
lousy traditionalist to a lousy impressionist and a whole new 
world opened up for me. 

It began one day when my daughters and I were out for a 
row and a school of perhaps two dozen perch slanted by un¬ 
derneath the boat. 

The water was very green that day and the green perch 
against the pebble bottom — each pebble itself a distinctive 
shade of green — made a curious, perfect impression that was 
gone as swiftly as the fish, themselves. 

It took as nearly a month to paint it 1 say “us” because the 
girls pitched in willingly on the painstaking job of putting in the 
green pebbles, no two precisely alike in tone. 

As we went along, all sorts of unexpected and delightful 
effects began to emerge and before very long we knew that we 
had wandered as innocents into the realm of abstract art. 


The perch, which I'd painted in first, began to meld witn the 
pebbles. Some days they’d appear to have swum away into 
underwater mosaic erottos and the whole canvas — two feet by 
four — began to change in mysterious ways as the new color 
went on. 

It was like nothing I’d ever experienced with lighthouses or 
barns. My helpers, standing back analytically, responded 
alternately with wonder and with giggles. 

So we finished it and hung it after a lot of experimentation 
(it looked differently in every light) and waited for the reaction. 
It came almost immediately and it has kept right on coming. 
And it has put me so permanently on the side of the moderns 
that it is only a matter of time before I start fooling around with 
Dada. 

People who had looked for no more than a minute-and-a-half 
at my lighthouses and barns now stood there lost in study. They 
wanted to find The Meaning of it, The Symbolism. 

For one thing, people took “Perch” seriously which was 


something they’d never accorded my more primitive struc 
tural efforts. Some liked it and some did not, some were ecstatic 
and some were offended, but everyone was positive and that is 
the highest accolade a man of no talent can receive. 

They could not be sure, as they’s been so sure before, that 
what they were looking at was hardly worth looking at. Even the 
professional artist, to my shock, was a little unsure and com¬ 
promised by calling it an amusing little whimsy 

Every viewer saw in it things which they alone could see 
and they wanted to re-title it. 

“It looks to me,” said one, “like soup spoons in mint can¬ 
dy.” It looks to me," said another, “like bowling pins on 
broken bathroonytile.” And a small boy, unaware of the title, 
looked at it and said simply, “I see fish.” It was my finest 
moment of triumph. 

But the real triumph, of course, was for an art form that, 
even in the hands of the novice or the chimpanzee, apparently 
can excite the interest and stir the imagination and what more 
could you ask of the creative urge?

Some 560 registered nurses 
at Royal Jubilee Hospital took 
a strike vote Wednesday, but 
it is unlikely that results will 
be released uv4il other 
provincial hospitals have 
compleyed similar votes. 

The nurses have already 
rejected a tentative 
agreement worked out by the 
bargaining committee of the 
Registered Nurses 
Association of B.C. and the 
BC Hospitals Association. 
Their contract expired Dec. 
31. 

Registered nurses have a 
starting rate of $672 a month, 
and have been offered $815. 
They want $915, which they 
would have received in the 
second year of the tentative 
agreement. 

The wage problem 
developed after practical 
nurses were given a $145 a 
month increase last year to 
put them on a parity with 
male orderlies. 

“The nurses are saying that 
the practical nurses were able 
to get this massive increase in 
one go, and we want our in¬ 
crease right now — not a year 
from how,” said Claire 
Marcus, spokesman for the 
association. 

Registered nurses, she said, 
want to maintain a wage 
differential of 25 per cent over 
the practical nurses.

A 15-day cooling off period on house sales, proposed by a 
major British Columbia real estate firm, is a smoke screen for 
more profits by the fat cat industry. 

The proposal sent to Attorney-General Alex Macdonald by 
Block Bros. Industries Ltd. would permit an owner to cancel any 
sales agreement within 15 days if a better offer became 
available. 

The idea is really a twist on a very sensible proposal by 
consumer groups that purchasers be given a 15-day cooling off 
period to reconsider major contracts. If the four-cylinder car 
turned out to have only three cylinders, or if the house leaked 
with the first rainstorm, there would be protection for the buyer. 

However, the Block Bros, plan would protect the seller, not 
the buyer. And the result would be more inflation in housing 
prices and added profits for real estate companies. 

If the government agreed to the suggested amendment, for 
example, it could work like this. 

A young couple buys a three-bedroom house at the good 
price of $35,000. When the salesman announces the contract to 
his employer, the real estate company owner takes a look at the 
house and decides he can do better. 

He offers the owner $36,000 for the house and the sale is 
cancelled. Then the real estate company owner sells the house 
for $40,000 and pockets the $4,000. 

The effect in every case would be to prevent any house sales 
at bargain prices or even at reasonable ones. 

The real estate industry would have 15 full days after an 
announced sale to see if it could line up a better deal. 

At present, real estate companies must enter the bidding 
like any other consumer and make an offer before a sale is

$50,000. The purchaser realizes the house is ovepriced but he 
sort of likes the place and he offers $45,000 but the offer expires 
at midnight. 

This puts pressure on the owner. If he accepts, it is a firm 
sale. If he rejects or counters the offer, it may be withdrawn. 
This type of urgency is the only factor holding house prices in 
check. 

If there is to be a cooling off period, it should be for pur¬ 
chasers only. If it is for sellers too, house prices will go even 
higher and the main ones to benefit will be the real estate 
companies.

He questioned the library’s 
accumulation of tapes, films, 
records and paintings, asking 
whether or not it was a 
duplication of services offered 
by organizations such as the 
National Film Board, or the 
Art Gallery of Greater Vic¬ 
toria. 

“I’m not against 
regionalization,” said Pollen, 
but “it’s taking us one step 
away from .the council’s 
immediate control of finan-

Decals: a sticky problem 


Although most B.C. drivers 
got their Autoplan insurance 
on time, they seem to be 
having a harder time figuring 
out where to stick the small 
licence decals. 

A spokesman for the Motor 
Vehicle Branch in Victoria 
said “a number” of sheepish- 
looking people had come in to 
pay the extra $2 to buy 
another set of the decals. 


The most common reason 
for needing another set is that 
the original ones got ripped 
apart while the driver was 
trying to stick them on. 

Some drivers apparently 
dropped the decals on the 
ground after they had taken 
the protective backing off the 
decals. The stickers got dirty 
and refused to stick. 


A few motorists didn’t read 
the back of the decals and 
stuck them on the car in 
places other than the space 
provided on their licence 
plates. 

Some got stuck on wind¬ 
shields, others on trunks of 
cars and a couple were put on 
the licence plates, but in the 


wrong place, the Motor 
Vehicle Branch spokesman 
said. 

The decals are especially 
made with sure-stick adhesive 
on the back. Once they are 
rubbed into place, no amount 
of prodding with fingernails or 
a knife will get them off in one 
piece. 


Avoid harbor hodge-podge—Bawlf 


Victoria’s Inner Harbor will 
end up a “mediocre hodge¬ 
podge,” sadly under used by 
the public, unless city council 
wakes up to the fact that 
expert advice is a continuing 
process and not a one-shot 
affair. 

That warning was issued by 
Aid. Sam Bawlf this week, 
coupled with an urgent plea 
for council to appdlnt a con¬ 
sulting team of architects and 
engineers to plan the in¬ 
tegrated development of three 
vital waterfront sites; the 
former Ocean Cement 
property, the Black Ball ferry 
terminal and the Imperial 
Esso service station. 

Bawlf said it must be ac 
cepted that such professional 
design services over the next 
couple of years would cost 
anything up to $400,000, and 
that the expenditure is 
justified if it will help to avoid 
“seat-of-the-pants decisions” 
by aldermen who lack any 
expertise themselves. 

His comments in an in¬ 
terview followed publication 
of an Express editorial item 
which criticized council’s 


“bumbling” over the 
development of the Ocean 
Cement site. 

The article said a con¬ 
tributing factor to the delay in 
carrying out some interim 
treatment of the site, in 
readiness for public use this 
summer, was Bawlf’s ob¬ 
jection to a sea wall that had 
been approved by council 
during his absence on holiday. 

Defending his stand with 
regard to the wall, Bawlf said 
once the substantial structure 
was built complete with 
reinforced concrete base, 


there would be a tendency for 
council to “procrastinate” on 
the permanent form of 
development. 

The wall would be a costly 
i $77,000) reality, it would 
broadly resemble other 
“bits and pieces” of Inner 
Harbor waterfront 
development and as such it 
might prove an excuse for 
council to leave the site in that 
“interim” state indefinitely, 
he said. 

Yet that would be ignoring 
the need for a comprehensive 
plan to include also the long- 


range proposals for 
development to replace the 
present Black Ball ferry 
terminal and the adjacent gas 
station site. 

The ferry terminal site, 
leased to the company by the 
provincial government, will 
not come under city control 
until mid-1977 at the earliest. 
The Esso station property has 
already been acquired by the 
city, with possession date set 
for January, 1975. 

Bawlf said the total value of 
land and improvements on the 
three interlinking sites must 
be a minimum of $4 million. 


Anyone in the development 
field today would recognize 
that at least five per cent of 
that figure — and more likely 
10 per cent — should be 
allocated for design costs and 
engineering studies. 

But why seek yet more 
professional advice, when 
Victoria had already forked 
up $35,000 for the 1973 Inner 
Harbor study by Vancouver 
architect Arthur Erickson? 

Bawlf stressed that 
Erickson's report, which he 
considered “excellent,” was 
of necessity generalized in 
nature, outlining merely 


broad concepts for future 
development. Needed now, as 
a follow-up to that report, are 
detailed architectural design 
recommendations which 
would be refined and adjusted 
by engineering studies. 

He said the first task the 
consultats' team should tackle 
over the next six months or so 
is to define the harbor's edge 
incorporating the ocean 
Cement, Black Ball and Esso 
sites, so that development can 
proceed by stages along a 
unified theme.

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Lacrosse raiders striking softly 


There has been con¬ 
siderable speculation recently 
about the new Eastern 
Professional Lacrosse League 
and its effect on the Western 
Lacrosse Association. 

Reports of teams signing 
top WLA players to tw^year 
contracts, roster raiding and 
junior graduates being wooed 
by big money have been 
greatly exaggerated. 

It is true that the new 
league, which will get un¬ 
derway in mid-May with 
teams in Toronto, Montreal, 
Philadelphia, Washington, 
Rochester and Syracuse, is 
most interested in players 
from Western Canada. 

But of the approximately 
150 positions open, only 30 will 
go to B.C. players That's the 
estimate of WLA com¬ 
missioner Colin Cruickshank 
of Vancouver. 

“I expect the Western 
Lacrosse Association will lose 
most of the players that teams 
brought to B.C. from Ontario 
and several established B.C. 
players. But it would surprise 
me if the pro league wanted 
more than a dozen graduating 
juniors from B.C.” 




The new league will draw 
heavily on Ontario teams and 
field lacrosse teams from U.S. 
colleges, particularly for the 
first season, Cruickshank 
added. 

Two organizers of the new 
loop. Jim Bishop of Detroit 
and Morlcy Kells of Brant 
ford, were in B.C. last 
weekend and contacted many 
players, including about a 
dozen from Vancouver Island. 

Any players expressing 
interest in moving East were 
signed to letters of intent, 
which make them eligible for 
a draft later this month in 
Toronto. The six clubs will 
conduct the draft in three 
sections — established “star” 
players, experienced senior 
players and graduating 
juniors. 

‘‘To my knowledge, Kells 
and Bishop were recruiting 
for the league as a whole and 
not for particular teams,” 
Cruickshank continued. 
Bishop will be the general 
manager of the Toronto club 
while Kells will serve in a 
similar capacity at Rochester. 

Of the four WLA teams, it

Neuman, Andy Reid, Rick 
Baker and Mike Yeager — 
and the three Shamrocks 
previously mentioned met 
with Kells in Victoria on 
Sunday and it’s believed they 
all signed letters of intent. 

The seventh McDonald’s 
grad, goalkeeper John 
Hamilton, is on holiday in 
Europe but it’s believed he 
will also try the pro league. 

Shamrock officials are 
upset with the tactics of the 
Eastern recruiters, claiming 
no meetings were held bet¬ 
ween the leagues to determine 
payment for players drafted 
and other related topics.

“I understand the league 
has a television contract for 
the Eastern States and the two 
Canadian cities,” he added,” 
the increased exposure should 
help lacrosse as a whole.” 

And the commissioner 
believes that if the new league 
is successful, a similar pro 
league will follow in the west. 

Professional lacrosse ‘was 
tried in 1968 but it folded after 
one season because of 
financial difficulty. 

“It’s a bit different this time 
around,” Cruickshank said, 
“as there is big money behind 
these teams.” 

Reports from the East link 
several National Hockey 
League franchise holders to 
pro lacrosse teams. Sydney 


Salomon of St. Louis is 
believed to be backing the 
Montreal franchise, which is 
being headed by John 
Ferguson; Bruce Norris of 
Detroit is backing the Toronto 
entry and Tad Potter of Pitt¬ 
sburgh is helping finance the 
Rochester club. 

With a view to expansion 
and a possible pro loop, the 
WLA is planning to send two 
teams on a exhibition swing 
through Alberta in July with 
games scheduled in both 
Edmonton and Calgary. 

“We could be looking at a 
six-team Western pro 
league,” Cruickshank said, 
“with teams in the two 
Alberta cities, three in B.C. 
and maybe the other in 
Seattle. But that’s at least a 
year away.” 

The situation will become 
much clearer, the com¬ 
missioner believes, after 
March 25, the date of the 
Eastern pro league draft. 

“Until then, it’s all 
speculation,” he concluded.

Philadelphia Flyers are 
another example that defence 
often comes first in sport.

governor Del Wilson of Regina 
will represent the Western 
Canada Hockey League. 

In a questionaire to all 
WCHL teams this week, 
Chynoweth asked for reaction 
to the recent amateur draft 
held by the WHA, the present 
agreement with the NHL, 
drafting of 18-year-olds and 
the upping of the age limit. 

Victoria Cougar general- 
manager Pat Ginnell in¬ 
dicated he was opposed to the 
“secret” draft by the WHA 
and wouldn’t agree to any 
arrangement with the three- 
year-old league until the WHA 
paid for players drafted last 
season. The WHA had said it 
would make payment for 
those players taken but so far, 
no money has changed hands. 

“Most of the clubs in this 
league were opposed to the 
way the WHA conducted the 
junior draft and the timing of 
it was very bad,” Ginnell said. 

The draft was held in Ed¬ 
monton last Monday and 13 
WCHL players were taken. 

“Every general manager in 
the league has had his 19-year- 
olds players asking why they 
weren’t drafted and there’s 
really nothing we can tell 
them. The whole thing was 
done in secret and I don’t 
think every player had an 
equal chance.” 

Ginnell feels that there 
should be an agreement with 
the WHA similar to that 
proposed by the NHL. Under 
that agreement, the NHL will 
draft players only after they 
are no longer eligible for 
junior hockey and payment 
will be made when players 
sign a professional contract. 

“I’m most opposed to 18- 
year-olds being drafted by the 
WHA,” he added. “It’s hard 
enough finding good players 
and the fans deserve to see the 
best junior hockey talent 
available.” 

And Ginnell, who coached 
Flin Flon Bombers for eight 
seasons before moving to 
Victoria in December, is 
completely in favor of raising 
the age limit to 20. 

“This league tried that four 
seasons ago — each team was 
allowed four 20-year-olds — 
and it really raised the calibre 
of play. There are many 19- 
year-olds who would stand a 
much better chance of making 
it as a pro if they had another 
year of junior hockey behind 
them.” 

“We had Larry Roman- 
chych (now with Atlanta 
Flames) in Flin Flon and 
Calgary had Ed Dyck 
(Vancouver Canucks) and 
there were many others who 
went on to the pros.” 

Ginnell believes that the 
WCHL is equal to most of the 
semi-pro leagues such as the 
Eastern and Southern 
Leagues in the United States 
and better in many ways. 

“And if over-age players 
were allowed, it would really 
help a club like the Cougars. 
Most of the 19-year-olds on the 
top clubs in this league will be 
drafted and signed but what 


should be known at that time. 


Cougars con¬ 
tinued their late-season drive 
to a playoff berth by stopping 
Swift Current Broncos 6-2 
before 1,399 fans at Memorial 
Arena Tuesday.

Plays win praise 


Monday, first full day of the 
34th Greater Victoria Schools’ 
Drama Festival, was a day of 
great enjoyment for both 
audiences and adjudicators. 

So said both Maurice Harty, 
who is eyeing entries from 
junior and seiuor high sdiools, 
and Judith Koltai, who is 
doing the same for elemen¬ 
tary schools. 

Harty made one thing clear 
at Oak Bay Junior Monday 
evening: 

"I am not really an ad¬ 
judicator, for this festival is 
non competitive. I am a 
commentator, and my 
remarks are intended to 
encourage.” 

Opening play brought 
congratulations from Harty 
because it had been written by 
a Grade 10 student, Kevin 
O'Brien. His play, Epitaph for 
a Witch, was good; and the 
cast created a good at¬ 


mosphere with clear speech 
and an apparent belief in what 
they were saying. 

Second play, The Diary, 
Harty noted, was directed by 
a student (Ron Way Jr.) and 
had much to recommend it. 
He found it most enjnyahle, 
but noted a tendency in 
dialogue, lighting and sound 
effects to be melodramatic. 

Final offering, The Witching 
Hour, in Harty’s view had not 
a great deal of substance, 
tending to be frothy. He found 
the characterizations by the 
all-girl cast good throughout. 

In the afternoon session at 
Gordon Head Elementary 
School, Mrs. Koltai was im¬ 
pressed by the confidence and 
self-assurance displayed by 
young performers. 

This was particularly true, 
she said, in the host school’s 
opening play, The New 
Generation, which showed "a 


really competent musical 
quality. I have seen 
professionals you would have 
put to shame.” 

A delightful image, Mrs. 
Koltai said, was presented in 
The Legend of Knockmanny, 
by students of Fairburn 
elementary. She liked 
especially the feeling of 
equalness onstage. There 
were no “stars” among the 
performers, who showed a 
good understanding of the 
legend and people of that 
period. 

Final play, Shakespeare’s 
Pyramus and Thisby, by 
Beaver Lake students, she 
thought an “extremely am¬ 
bitious thing to do — a real 
task for accomplished actors. 
It is very difficult to do bad 
acting, as called for here, and 
do it well. You gave a 
delightful performance.”

The British general election 
results show the country 
wants a “moderate” govern¬ 
ment that rejects right-or left- 
wing extremism, Lord 
Redcliffe-Maud, Master of 
University College, Oxford, 
said in Victoria this week. 

Redcliffe-Maud, a long-time 
senior civil servant, forecast 
that the new British minority 
government would give short 
shrift to the extreme 
“authoritarianism” of right¬ 
wingers like Enoch Powell 
and the “anarchy” advocated 
by certain “hijackers” within 
the U.K. trade union 
movement. 

He believes the British 
electorate is annoyed at the 
“arrogance” of Britian’s two 
main parties when in power 
and added that the Trudeau 


minority government in 
Canada should provide “great 
encouragement” to Britons. 

The P eer was ‘ n * 

terviewed before delivering 
the annual Clifford Clark 
Memorial lecture at the 
University of Victoria. 

In his address he outlined 
the massive reorganization of 
British local government set 
for April 1. 

He also drew some fire from 
Victoria Mayor Peter Pollen 
— member of the audience in 
the Elliot Building — in 
suggesting “party politics” at 
the local and regional level. 

Said Redcliffe-Maud: “I 
cannot see how in a big 
community like your Capital 
Region District you can have 
the communication between 


electors, and the people who 
represent the electors, unless 
those people who put them¬ 
selves forward as candidates 
say roughly what kind of 
policy they stand for, and do 
have some coherence when 
they are elected . ..” 

But in the question-and- 
answer session that followed 
the address. Pollen made the 
“observation” that in Canada 
the “only light in a very, very 
dark urban area” has been 
created by elected officials 
standing outside party 
politics. 


Community involvement in 
Saanich planning matters was 
given impetus this week as 
council adopted a proposal to 
hold seminars for residents.

Hydro 

selling 

halted 


B.C. Hydro has been or¬ 
dered by the provincial 
government to stop selling 
assets without going to tender. 

Municipal Affairs Minister 
James Lorimer told the 
legislature, in response to a 
question earlier by Bob Mc¬ 
Clelland (SC—Langley), that 
Hydro did sell assets recently 
without any competitive 
bidding. 

The practice, he said, had 
been established under the 
previous administration, but 
the government has ordered 
Hydro to stop it immediately. 

McClelland had said outside 
the house that equipment had 
been sold from Hydro’s 
Jordan River installations to 
Davis Trading of Vancouver 
for a price of about $100,000 
even though the junk was 
worth $1 million. 

The sale took place without 
public tender, McClelland 
said, “despite the fact that 
another company was 
literally begging for a chance 
to bid in the open market” on 
the old power plant at Jordan 
River. 

Lorimer told the house this 
week that he had not ordered 
Hydro to cancel the existing 
contract with Davis, however, 
because the government 
“believes in the sanctity of 
contracts.” 


With a firm denial of 
political interference and a 
passionate plea for fairness to 
Interior egg producers. 
Premier Barrett finally faced 
the opposition this week on the 
matter ot chickens and eggs. 

All last week, while Barrett 
was attending a Western 
premiers’ conference, op¬ 
position members had 
levelled their questions on 
alleged political interference 
with the B.C. Egg Marketing 
Board at Agriculture Minister 
Dave stupich. 

On Monday, the premier’s 
estimates were up for 
discussion and Bafrett 
presented a lengthy defence of 
his government’s actions by 
reading excerpts from the 
• independent A. R. Garrish 
report on egg marketing. 

But first the premier said: 
“I have not ordered anyone to 
do anything.” 

He repeated that at a 1972 
meeting between members of 
the egg board, Stupich civil 
servants and himself, he had 
simply told board members 
they were behaving like 
children and should settle 
their differences. 

Aflidavits be two former 
members of the board allege 
that Barrett ordered the board 
not to take an Interior egg 
producer to court for 
producing beyond his quota 
and to lower a fine against 
him. The producer is allegedly 
an NDP supporter. 

Barrett said he remembers 
“exactly” what he said at that 
meeting and charged that the 
board members had “couched 
their words” in the affidavits 
by adding after each 
statement “or similar words 
to the same effect.” 

Asked by opposition 
members if he had frightened 
the board members in his 
office, Barrett said, “they 
should have nightmares of 
guilt after reading this 
<Garrish) report ” 

The report, commissioned 
by former Socred agriculture 
minister Cyril Shelford, was 
presented to the NDP soon 
after they came into office. 

Barrett said the report 
backs up the government’s 
position that the boards were 
in a chaotic state in the fall of 
1972 and Interior farmers 
were being discriminated 



against in their share of 
quotas and in representation 
on the board. 

. . there can be no 
question that the board is 
quite effectively controlled by 
tiie producers of the Lower 
Mainland,” Garrish said in 
the report. 

The government is obliged 
to make sure the power it has 
delegated to its independent 
boards is not being abused, 
said the report, and therefore 
some form of scrutiny of the 
egg board will be necessary.

Court 
unity 
in bill 

A unified approach to 
family court matters is the 
gist of a bill inctroduced in the 
B.C. legislature this week. 

To be tested in a pilot 
project on the Lower 
Mainland, ths legislation is 
designed to cut red tape and 
fragmented jurisdiction in all 
family court matters, in¬ 
cluding divorce, child 
protection and custody and 
juvenile delinquency. 

Based on recommendations 
of a royal commission which 
tabled its report last month, 
the Unified Family Court Act 
is to apply initially in the 
Fraser judicial district, 
comprising Surrey, Delta, 
White Rock and Richmond. 

Federal and provincial 
judges will deal with family 
court issues together under 
one roof, eliminating the 
former fragmented 
jurisdictions. 


necessary changes are not 
forthcoming, he said. 

Barrett said Garrish is a 
Conservative, appointed by 
the Social Credit government, 
but his NDP administration 
was forced to take an interest 
and concern in its findings. 

He denied that the govern¬ 
ment had followed those 
recommendations for in¬ 
tervention, except for the 
meeting called by Barrett to 
discuss the problem, but lie 
said the history of 
discrimination against 
producers outside the Fraser 
Valley must be understood. 

The covernment will fight to 
bring “justice” into the egg 
marketing boards, he said, 
and defend “the small guy.” 

Asked further about the 
conversation during the 
meeting in his office, Barrett 
replied: 

“‘I have nothing more to say. 
I’ve made my statement and 
my statement stands.” 

Liberal Leader David 
Anderson called Barrett’s 
speech a “fine rendition of the 
Garrish report,” but the 
premier, he added, had 
ignored the real issue. 

“The issue is whether it’s 
correct for the government to 
interfere with the 
eggmarketing board and 
whether the premier has been 
telling the truth (regarding 
his dealings with the board).” 

Anderson called for an 
independent inquiry to 
determine whether the sworn 
affidavits or the premier are 
to be believed. 

Regarding Barrett’s 
repeated statements that the 
affidavits contain the phrase 
“or similar words to the same 
effect,” Anderson said af¬ 
fidavits phrased in that 
manner have sent numerous 
people to jail. 

If the wording is accepted 
by the courts, Anderson said, 
it should be good enough to be 
accepted by British Colum¬ 
bians as an affidavit.

Operating costs higher 

for Government House 

The cost of operating B.C.’s Government House in the 1974- 
75 fiscal year will be $93,9%, up nearly $8,000 from last year. 

Budget estimates show planned expenditure on salaries at 
$53,496 and the remaining $40,500 on expenses. 

Provincial Secretary Ernie Hall said some provincial funds 
go into the lieutenant-governor’s residence but come under 
incidental expenditures and go towards paying for provincial 
government functions which take place at Government House. 

The federal government pays the lieutenant-governor’s 
salary and expenses for federal duties. 


Assessment brief 


B.C. municipalities have 
asked the provincial govern¬ 
ment to completely 
restructure the assessment 
system and place it under an 
independent body, not subject 
to political interference. 

In a brief to the legislature s 
special committee on 
assessment, the Union of B.C. 
Municipalities urged the 
government to introduce 
measures that will bring 
about true assessment 
equalization across the 
province. 

The brief, presented by a 
UBCM delegation with 
president Ross Marks of 100- 
Mile House in the lead, also 
recommended that: 

—All assessment be 
calculated on the basis of full 
market value. 


UBCM urges

—That all artificial 
limitations be removed and no 
. new ones be introduced. 

—A single assessment 
statute be developed to 
replace the several conflicting 
statutues now being applied. 

The most important 
recommendation, however, 
was one urging equalized 
assessment based on 100 per 
cent of the property value. 

The possible hardship on 
various segments of the 
community that could result 
from 100 per cent assessment, 
the brief said, should be taken 


into consideration at the 
taxation levels. 

The. independent 
assessment authority, Marks 
told committee members, 
would assess all property at 
100 per cent of its actual value. 

“What happens after that is 
a political decision,” he ad¬ 
ded. 

Local councils, Marks said, 
could offer relief to residential 
property owners by applying a 
lower mill rate to them than, 
for instance, to commercial or 
industrial property. 

The brief’s recom-

mendations were similar to 
those made last week by 
Percy Wright, provincial 
assessment commissioner, 
with one exception: Wright 
said all property should be 
assessed at 50 per cent of its 
actual value, but the dif¬ 
ference would only be ad¬ 
ministrative because mill 
rates could be set to .ac¬ 
commodate either. 

The UBCM also urged the 
government not to rush into 
new legislation. Changes, the 
brief said, should be well 
worked out and any further 
“patchwork” should be 
avoided. 

One way to tackle the 
assessment mess, the brief 
said, would be to preserve this 
year’s status quo until a 
completely new system is 
ready to go into operation in. 
perhaps, two years. 

The current confusion 
surrounding B.C.'s 
assessment system is the 
result of years’ of political 
interference. 


Premier Barrett’s “weekly 
propaganda rag” should not 
interfere with the 
deliberations of the 
legislature’s special com¬ 
mittee on assessment, Socred 
MLA Bob McClelland has 
warned. 

The MLA for Langley was 
referring to a weekly 
newsletter released by the 
premier’s office.

References in the "weekly 
propangada rag” which. 
McClelland said, was ex¬ 
tensively used by weekly 
newspapers who don’t have 
wire services, threatened “the 
effectiveness of the com¬ 
mittee.” 

The writer of the article, he 
said, had accused the former 
government of having in¬ 
terfered with assessment, but 
failed to point out why certain 
measures were introduced at 
the time. 

He said coverage of the 
meeting should be left to “the 
regular press.” 


McClelland added he would 
be at the next meeting, but 
would seek a prior un¬ 
dertaking from Liden that he 
would make his statement 
without being silenced.

Recreational facilities and 
public buildings have 
replaced sewers as the 
priority items for capital 
expenditure by B.C.

"In reports of previous 
years, sewer projects were 
indicated as requiring the 
major portion of over-all 
capital financing," said the 
report, tabled in the 
legislature this week.

The report showed in 1973 
sales of standard milk 
dropped 2.23 per cent while 
sales of skim and low-fat milk 
increased 11 per cent. 

The total consumption of 
liquid milk products across 
B.C. in 1973 was 213.5 million 
quarts, up 8.4 million or 4.11 
per cent from 1972. 


their capital funds to the 
general classification of ex¬ 
penditure,’’ the report said, 
and analysis of that ex¬ 
penditure shows,, that 
recreational facilities and 
public buildings have now 
become priority items for 
proposed capital outlay. 

The report also revealed the 
assessed value of taxable 
property for municipal pur¬ 
poses exceeded $9 billion in 
1973, an increase of 14 per cent 
over 1972, and the total 
amount of long term 
borrowing for capital 
programs throughout B.C. in 
1973 was $94.7 million. 

The most significant new 
activity of the department 
was the Bureau of Transit 
Services established in 
February, J972, said the 
report. 

The objective of that bureau 
is “to provide British 
Columbians with an alter¬ 
native to automobile travel’’, 
it said, and during the year 99 
new buses were placed in 
service and an additional 225 
placed on order for 1974. 

B.C. Hydro transit buses 
carried six million more 
persons in 1973 than in 1972, 
bringing the total number of 
passengers to about 90 million 
for the year, according to the 
34-page report.

Esquimalt empties septic tanks 


Septic tanks are on the way 
out in Esquimalt. 

Municipal council Monday 
outlawed any future in¬ 
stallation of the sewage 
solving techniques and or¬ 
dered the municipal engineer 
to encourage the remaining 50 
residents of the municipality 
using tanks to develop an 
alternative disposal system 
"There’s no piece of 


property that can’t be ser¬ 
viced — it’s not like Saanich.” 
said the originator of the 
motion. Aid. Terry Prentice. 

He urged council to delete 
two clauses in a National 
Building Code amendment 
bylaw that allowed the 
engineer to permit installation 
of a septic tank. 

"I can foresee (if municipal 
boundaries are enlarged) that 


people in the outlyaing areas 
won’t permit easement for 
sanitary sewer lines if they’re 
allowed septic tanks, and I 
can’t see why we sit here and 
don’t make them connect. 

"If we leave these two 
clauses in, we’re obligated to 
grant renewal or replacement 
and even installation.” 

Prentice urged that small 
sewage treatment plants be 


used as an alternative if there 
was no economical way to 
hook up to the sewage lines, 
but Mayor Art Young didn’t 
agree. 

"I think it should be left in 
the hands of council so ap¬ 
plications could be turned 
down or passed,” said Young. 
"I lived with a septic tank for 
years and there were no 
problems.”

Lot size may change 


The maximum lot size for a 
three-storey frame multiple 
dwelling will be restricted to 
60,000 square feet if a zoning 
change approved in principle 
by Esquimalt council this 
week gets final approval after 
a public hearing 


The bylaw amendment is an 
attempt to restrict the 
building size of multiple 
dwellings in the R3 category 
"which are getting too large 
and becoming major fire 
hazard concerns,” said zoning 


Oil probe set 


DUNCAN - In about three 
weeks the Cowichan Valley 
will be explored for oil for the 
first time. 

A drilling rig will operate on 
the farm of George Whittaker, 
on Herd Road near Duncan. 
The land has been leased to 
Vieco Resources Ltd. of 
Vancouver. 

Whittaker said that for the 
past six oi seven years he has 
tried to get someone to do the 
exploration work. 

Like several other land 
owners in this area, Whittaker 


has mineral rights on his 
property dating back to the 
1880s. There have been 
rumors in the past several 
years that oil exists in the 
Cowichan Valley. 

Arrangements have been 
completed with Eastern- 
Euphoria International Ltd. 
for the drilling work. 

An estimated $300,000 will 
be expended on this phaBC of 
the company’s exploration 
project. If necessary, the rig 
will drill 6,000 feet into the 
ground. 


committee chairman Aid. 
Terry Prentice. 

"We’re trying to get away 
from large massive structures 
in apartment blocks,” he told 
council. "This way, if the 
developer has a structure 
planned for 100,000 square 
feet, he’ll have to come to us 
for a special development 
structure, or split it into two 
lots.” 

The alderman was 
responding to criticism by 
Aid. John McEvby who agreed 
with the theory but thought 
"we’re trying to achieve it in 
the wrong way.” 

"I don’t see the point of 
restricting size by property. 
Why not make specifications 
about the size of the 
building?" asked McEvoy. 


Mayor Art Young cautioned 
McEvoy that the amendment 
"will have to go to public 
hearing anyway, and 
developers can have a 
delegation here then If they 
can persuade us differently 
we’ll hear it, but we want to 
restrict that type of con¬ 
struction.” 

Aid. Ken Hill said he 
favored the restriction of lot 
size because it will tend to 
break up long three-storey 
buildings. 


"I see nothing wrong of 
council has control,” said 
Young. "I don’t think we 
should close the door.” 

Municipal Engineer Cliff 
Warren said septic tanks now 
functioning in the 
municipality will be allowed 
to continue. He said he was not 
optimistic about residents 
changing to individual 
treatment plants, because 
“the homeowner doesn’t 
understand the operation and 
it could be worse than a septic 
tank which is self-operating.” 

He would encourage an 
individual lift station or small 
pumping station, costing 
about $600, which would lead 
to a discharge line and feed 
into the municipal system. 

"The only reason I felt 
septic tanks should be left 
open was in case the 
municipal boundaries were 
extended” (to include View 
Royal). 

"It could work as a hardship 
for remote areas from the 
sewer system as when the 
owner of a five-acre farm 
wanted to subdivide and build 
another house on the property 
for a family. We wouldn’t be 
able to allow them to put in a 
septic tank.” 


A spokesman for View 
Royal area residents, Gar 
Bulmer, said the decision had 
"no bearing” on his area, 
because the government so 
far has been very reluctant to 
do anything about 
amalgamation. 

He said the vast majority of 
the area’s 3,600 residents used 
septic tanks and, should View 
Royal be joined to Esquimalt 
and sewers installed, the 
reaction would be "very 
favorable.”

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TEDIOUS WORK 

Private eye' 
watching you? 


Next time you hop in bed 
with your mistress, or join 
your friends for a pot party, be 
careful. A private eye might 
be watching. 

It does happen, much more 
often than you might-think. 
Even in Victoria. 

That’s the word from a man 
who ought to know—John 
Dewar, a local private 
detective who for the past 12 
years has investigated 
everything from capital 
murder to vicious dogs. 

As the manager of Can-Am 
Investigations Ltd., Dewar 
finds he “never knows from 
one day to the next what’s 
going to happen. 


“Most cases are pretty 
boring, he says, but there 
have been lots of exciting 
ones, too. Eighty-five per cent 
of my work is on referral from 
law firms who need someone 
to do the leg-work.” 

The leg-work can, and does, 
lead a detective most 
anywhere It might he a quirk 
trip downtown, or it might be 
an extended stay in Hollywood 
or Europe. 

In that respect, there is 
some resemblance between 
the day-to-day work of John 
Dewar and, say, Joe Mannix. 


Blackmail, long-lost 
relatives, runaway wives, 
insurance fraud, sex scan¬ 
dals—all the dramatic or 
sordid experiences that are 
the staple of television script 
writers really do happen 

Dewar outlines one fairly 
common case: 

“There’s a prominent local 
businessman who gets in¬ 
volved with this chick. But the 
relationship goes sour, and the 
girl wants the guy to buy her a 
car or color TV or something. 

“This is a form of black¬ 
mail, even though it’s not cut- 
and-dry blackmail. But the 
guy doesn’t want word of his 
affair to get around and he 
won’t likely go to the police.” 

So this is where the private 
eye comes in. 

“We might record a 
telephone conversation with 


the guy leading it. Then we 
point out to the girl that what 
she’s doing is extortion, and 
try to frighten her off with the 
evidence recorded on tape.” 

But, just in case, a good 
detective has alternative 
tricks up his sleeve: “We 
might simply set the girl up 
with someone else,” Dewar 
says. 


A detective might also be 
called upon by a business firm 
to investigate its employees, 
especially those being con¬ 
sidered for promotion. 

Dewar says it’s most often 
the financial institutions and 
large multi-national cor¬ 
porations who order this type 
of spying. 

“!f an employee is up for 
promotion, the company 
wants to find out if there is 
anything in his private life 
which might prove em¬ 
barrassing”—things like drug 
o^ alcohol abuse and, yes, 
even his sex life. 


While this sort of work does 
have its excitement, it is more 
often just routine or downright 
boring. 

“I’ve sat in my car for up to 
20 hours at a time, just 
waiting, while on a sur¬ 
veillance job,” Dewar says. 

And unlike the Mannix types 
m television land, the local 
private eye doesn’t lead an 
especially dangerous life. 


(Dewar: “I’ve only been hit 
once in 12 years.”) 

“But you can find yourself 
in some weird situations.” 

Dewar recalls one case 
when he was asked by a lady 
to investigate a young relative 
to see if he was involved in the 
drug scene. 

“I began trailing the boy 
and his friends, then I got to 
know them and became ac¬ 
cepted as a friend myself. One 
night I wound up at a party at 
someone’s house. Everybody 
got their needles out and 
started shooting up heroin. I 
had no choice but to join in or 
cop out.” (He copped out, but 
he did get the unpleasant truth 
his client had sought.) 


Any time a private in¬ 
vestigator does come across 
crime, he is obliged by law to 
report it to police. 

And before he can start his 
practice in the first place, he 
must be licenced and bonded 
by the RCMP. 

Dewar admits that in the 
past there have been “a lot of 
people in the business who are 
not really capable of being 
investigators. 

“But they’ve been weeded 
out by competition.” 

The ones left have plenty of 
work. 

Dewar himself is now 
wrapped up in no less than a 
dozen cases, and there’s no 
telling what’s coming up 
tomorrow.

Tax chore passes on

The spring rite of preparing 
income tax returns is one 
chore that individual tax¬ 
payers more and more are 
passing on to companies that 
make a business of it. 

Spokesmen for the com¬ 
panies in Greater Victoria say 
this year promises to be the 
biggest ever. 

Are tax returns tougher or 
are people getting lazier? 

Two answers stand out. One 
is that, since the change in 
income tax legislation in 1972, 
the computation is more 
complicated in regard to 
capital gains and various 
types of income. 

The other is that, for people 
with only one source of in 
come, the tax forms are not in 
fact very complicated but 
they seem to be. 

Fees for doing returns 
begin, for the most part, at $5 
and rise according to the 
amount of time required to 
complete them. 

Almost all tax companies 
guarantee that, if the return is 
incorrect through an error of 
the company, the penalty and 
interest will be paid by the 
company. Some will also 
accompany the taxpayer to 
the tax department if 
necessary for explanations. 
All keep copies of tax returns 
which are available if 
required. 

The companies take on 
extra help for the busy season, 
which peaks around March 15, 
and many of these employees 
are retired people with ac¬ 
counting and tax experience. 


There aren't any Cannons 


The supposed animosity 
between private detectives 
and police forces just doesn’t 
exist — not in the Victoria 
area anyway. 

Local policemen say that 
while they seldom have oc¬ 
casion to work with the 
private eyes, neither do they 
have any beefs against them. 


RCMP Sgt. D. W. McArthur 
says the force’s only con¬ 
nection with the investigators 
is to issue them licences once 
they are bonded by the 
provincial government. 

“I’ve got no qualms about 
them,” he says. “There seems 
to be enough public demand to 
keep them busy, and they do 


Seniors ready 
for late Levi 


The guest speaker was an 
hour late, but when Human 
Resources Minister Norman 
Levi finally did turn up, senior 
citizens were ready for him.

fulfill a duty the police are not 
in a position to do.” 

Inspector Dick Ward of the 
Victoria police agrees. “It’s 
not like you see on the TV 
programs” — there are no 
Mannix or Cannon types 
running in and out of the cop 
shop with hot tips, he says. 

The private detectives do 
have a useful role. Ward 
believes, “by handling civil 
matters where the police 
department wouldn’t become 
involved.” 

Saanich police chief Bob 
Peterson also reports “no 
complaints." 

He says local detective 
agencies are the “more 
respectable firms who’ve 
developed a good reputation 
. . They have provided a 
useful service to a certain 
segment of the population.” 

Local lawyers make ex¬ 
tensive use of the private 
investigators and apparently 
find them useful in tracking 
down information. 

One lawyer says he regards 
a certain detective as “sor of 
an extension of my own staff, 
at least on occasion . . . The 
man I use has turned up vital 
evidence in numerous, varied 


“My experience,” he says, 
“has been that most of the 
information they provide, one 
could probably find out on his 
own.” 


The largest company doing 
returns is H & R Block Co. 
Dan McGrath, Victoria 
manager, said his company 
does more than a million 
returns a year in Canada. The 
firm has offices in every 
major city. Founded in 
Kansas City, Mo., 17 years 
ago, it now has ottices around 
the world. 

Mrs. Florence Johnson, who 
was a cost accountant for 25 
years and was with Block for 
six years, set up her own of¬ 
fice last year. She says she 
expects an increase of 25 per 
cent a year. Her company, 
Blanshard Taxation Service 
Ltd., did about 2,000 returns 
last year. 

Kenneth Simkin, proprietor 
of Simkin Accounting Service, 
who* has been in the business 
for 30 years, said more pe 'nle 
have more sources of income 
than formerly and this makes 
for complications. 

He said the language is not 
too clear in some parts of the 
tax department’s guide 
booklet sent to taxpayers with 
their forms. On capital gains, 
the booklet does not deal with 
many of the intricacies, he 
said, and a tax consultant is 
needed to get the right an¬ 
swers. 

Most trust companies in the 
city prepare tax returns only 
for regular customers but 
National Trust is getting into 
the business of doing returns 
for non-customers. The Bank 
of Nova Scotia has followed 
suit but it is the only bank in 
Canada to do so. 

One of the bank’s income 
tax service supervisors is 
Donald Dove, a former 
general credit manager with 
the Aluminum Company of 
Canada who retired here. 

He said in an interview that 
most of the supervisors were 
recruited from retired 
executives, some of them 
former bank managers. 

Some department stores in 
Victoria are offering the 


servirp hy spiting lip offices or 
booths for representatives of 
tax consultantJirms. 

Fred Frampton of J. P. 
Frampton Ltd. finds there are 
fewer young people comfng to 
his office but the number of 
pensioners is growing. 
“Presumably the young 
people are doing their own 
returns,” he said. 

Other firms also found an 
increase of elderly people, 
many of them women whose 
husbands had traditionally 
made out the forms. 

There are 4,800 servicemen 
in Victoria who are faced with 
making out their own returns 
for only the second time, 
formerly they were handled 
by service pay offices.

“So that’s what R. D. Laing 
is really like!’’ Maybe no one 
said those exact words but it 
was obvious that's what many 
of them were thinking. 

He scandalized some and 
delighted even more of those 
who went to Newcombe 
Auditorium to hear and see in 
the flesh one of our era’s 
authentic cultural heroes. 

What was he into? 

Well, at one point he 
sounded like he was talking 
about an LSD trip when he 
was a rat; at another he 
talked about living with an 
actual rat and an Indian holy 
man in a cave in the 
Himalayas for a few months. 

And he talked about his own 
family and how he hopes his 
kids will want to keep playing 
with him as long as he does 
with them. 

And he was very sarcastic 
(and very funny) about 
psychiatrists, and about 
people who do research on 
rats and then apply their 
findings to human beings, and 
about educators, and about 
what it was like staying in a 
Holiday Inn in Toronto, and 
about “zonk and zap therapy” 
for so-called mentally ill 
people. 

But mostly he talked about 
“what goes under the name of 
science which isn’t science, 
about what goes under the 
name of psychiatry that isn’t 
psychiatry, about what goes 
on under the name of 
education that isn’t 
education.”

And finally he talked about 
Jesus Christ, which scan¬ 
dalized some of his more 
secular-minded listeners 
more than anything else, he 
said. 

Laing has become famous 
lor looking at ordinary 
situations that are commonly 
taken for granted and pointing 
out how insane they are. 

To Laing, the in¬ 
stitutionalized world is 
crazy; he says the methods 
used to treat mental patients 
are more crazy than the 
patients; in fact, he argues, 
the supposedly insane are 
often adopting the only sane 
course open to them in an 
insane situation. 

In his writings about family 
life, he has talked about how 
“the baby is subjected to those 
forces of violence, called love, 
as its father and mother have 
been, and their parents and 
their parents before them . . . 
By the time the new human 
being is 15 or so, we are left 
with a being like ourselves, a 
half-crazed creature, more or 
less adjusted to a mad world. 
This is normality . . 

This tumed-around view of 
what is happening in our 
society has made Laing 
famous among the so-called 
alienated young. 


It also has resulted in a 
sense of outrage that Laing 
obviously found difficult at 
times in expressing, and 
which forced him into scorn, 
derision and sarcasm. 

He told outrageously funny 
stories about how electric 
shock treatments were 
developed and about scientists 
who spend their whole life 
“torturing rats” and then try 
to apply their findings to 
human beings. 

Laing has worked more 
successfully with 
schizophrenics than most 
psychiatrists, many of whom 
still consider the illness to be a 
genetic defect that is un¬ 
beatable. 

He founded a clinic where 
there are no distinctions 
between staff and patients 
and, years ago as a young 
doctor, he lived for several 
months in a maximum- 
security ward. It was an 
experience, he told his 
audience Sunday, “which was 
far different from doing 
rounds, as it was called ... In 
fact, I must admit I found the 
company quite congenial.” 

Laing is appalled by what 
goes on in mental hospitals, by 
the way schizophrenics are 
“zapped” with charges of 
electricity, or “zonked” with 
tranquilizers to keep them 
“under control.” 


Northern develo£ment 

B.C. may pull out 


Premier Barrett said 
Monday B.C. might be forced 
to pull out of the federal- 
provincial northern 
development agreement 
unless Canadian National 
agrees to co-operate in 
alleviating B.C. Railway’s 
boxcar shortage. 

“We may have to go it 
alonftv' said Barrett, adding 
he was not issuing an 
ultimatum since he did not 
believe federal Transport 
Minister Jean Marchand 
realized what was happening 
with the boxcar shortage in 
B.C. 

The premier cited instances 
where, he said, CN has not 
acted in good faith. He said 
shippers have phoned CN for 
boxcars to use on the 
province’s line and been told 
CN doesn’t have any, but if the 
shippers truck their load to a 
CN depot there will be cars 
available. 

The privately-owned CP 


Rail was more co-operative in 
solving the shortage, he said. 

The federal-provincial 
agreement was signed by 
Ottawa and the province last 
July and calls for a multi- 
million-dollar program of rail 
and highway expansion in 
northern B.C. to coincide with 
the .development of Prince 
Rupert as a major port. 

The project would include a 
link between the BCR and CN 
.from Ashcroft to Clinton and 
the building of a rail link to 
join the BCR, through CN 
track, to Prince Rupert. 

Barrett said earlier in the 
day that northern extension of 
the BCR would involve a $201 
million direct grant from 
Ottawa to go with B.C.’s share 
of $163. million. 

With that agreement, the 
premier said, the province has 
•lropped its $20 million claim 
for a federal railway subsidy 
the former Social Credit 
administration had insisted 


the province was entitled to 
for roadbed work. 

If the $201 million is not 
recognized by Ottawa as a 
direct grant, then B.C. will not 
consider it an agreement and 
will renew its claim to the $20 
million subsidy, Barrett said. 

A CNR spokesman said 
Tuesday that as far as he 
knew, the agreement on 
northern development was not 
related to the boxcar shor-‘* 
tage. He had no further 
comment. 

But Bob Wood, a vice- 
president of Rim Forest 
Products in Hazelton, said 
that if the shortage continues 
tiis plant may be forced to 
i*lose down. Wood said that 
due to the chronic shortage of 
Doxcars since last summer, 
nis company was not getting 
its share. 

He added that Hazelton lies 
between terminal points at 
Terrace and Smithers and 
firms there are getting first 
crack at the boxcars. 


“The whole point of therapy 
is to get behavior out of 
control, not in control,” he 
added. 

And if some people consider 
that a “wild . . . romantic” 
notion, he added, there “is no 
point in being worried about 
their sneaking contempt.” 

Presumably, the people who 
went to hear him already 
knew much of what Laing had 
to say and the substance of his 
90-minute talk wasn’t entirely 
new to them. 

He has been in Asia for the 
past couple of years studying 
Zen and eastern ways of 
thought and, since his return, 
has been on a speaking tour of 
North America. 

Unsurprisingly, he scorns 
anything to do with behavior 
modification, “the latest so- 
called psychological number . 

What’s it called? 
Programmed learning in 
schools? Positive-negative 
reinforcement?” 

But that was only his theme 
and he simply used it for a 
devastating, humorous and 
disconnected series of 
assaults on the “craziness” of 
psychiatrists, educators and 
society generally. 

Some of his remarks; 

Scientists who spend their 
whole life “torturing rats” are 
“not just half daft, they’re 
completely crazy . . . splitting 
a rat’s brain in half to see 
what one half does and the 
other doesn’t . . . This is 
science? It’s nonsense.” 

At the first hotel in which he 
stayed in Canada, the Holiday 
Inn in Toronto, he saw a 
“crestfallen deer in a cage as 
decoration” in the lobby. A 
hotel functionary shot a 
tranquilizer pellet in its rump 
a couple of times a day and 
Laing quoted with approval 
the words of one of his friends 
who was with him; “Well, why ■ 
not? We do that to our own 
children, why shouldn’t we do 
it to the deer?” 

Psychiatrists who use 
electric shocks — which 
produces effects similar to 
concussion — on patients are 
“jackals . . who torment 
people, so heartless they don’t 
even know they’re doing it.”

Drugs — “so-called 
tranquilizers" — are only 
used to make people more 
amenable to conditioning “by 
those people who want us to 
stay where they w$nt us to 
be.” 

Laing said “many good, 
well-intentioned people have 
become bemused by this sort 
of lunacy (electrical and 
chemical treatments) . . . I’m 
sure I don’t have to spell it out, 
but nevertheless it seems I 
have to because it’s going on 

“It has nothing to do with 
therapy ... there’s no way you' 
can be a psychiatrist without 
having your heart open to 
patients . . . because one has 
gone through medical school 
and is able to repeat what one 
is told doesn’t make anyone a 
physician. . . . 

“Often the descriptions we 
have learned prevents us from 
seeing what the description is 
supposed to be describing . . . 
we learn to see what we have 
described . . . examinations 
are tests in seeing how ef¬ 
fective you are in deper¬ 
sonalizing yourself.” 

At the end, someone asked 
Laing: “Why is there so much 
institutionalized insanity in 
our society?” 

He answered, in part, by 
saying that he didn’t think the 
answer is to be found ex¬ 
clusively in our five senses 
and then he recalled some of 
his own Presbyterian up¬ 
bringing in Scotland, which 
was typical of the way he gave 
simple, personal answers to 
questions, rather than 
theoretical discussions. 

And then he quoted the old 
saying: “Man’s extremity is 
God’s opportunity.” 

Strangely, he said, he was 
never asked about prayer and, 
be added, he was reluctant to 
discuss it, perhaps because he 
had been put off by his own 
experience of religion as a 
child in Sunday school. 

“Our religious education is 
just another lot of anti- 
religious misinformation,” he 
said. 

Yet, he asked, why cavil at 
religion? 


“It would be terrible, I 
mean terrible, if one turned 
away from God, like turning 
away from poetry because one 
was made to write out lines of 
poetry as punishment at 
school . . . that’s a trap.” 

He had to leave, he said, and 
he was searching for words of 
his own on which to end, but 
there were none. 

So he said he would quote 
some words which “have 
haunted me since I first came 
across them’’ and which 
were: 

“All the way to Heaven is 
Heaven, for has He (Jesus) 
not said, “I am the Way.” 

It seemed strange that he 
used these words of St. 
Catherine of Siena when in his 
own book, The Bird of 
Paradise, he had used these 
words of his own to say what 
seems to be the same thing, in 
an even better way: 


. . the Truth I am trying 
to grasp is the grasp that is 
trying to grasp it . 

. . the Life I am trying to 
grasp is the me that is trying 
to grasp it. 

“If I could turn you on, if I 
could drive you out of your 
wretched mind, if I could tell 
you, I would let you know.”

A totally new era of gallery 
development has begun at the 
Art Gallery of Greater Vic¬ 
toria. 

That’s how director Richard 
Simmins describes the im¬ 
mediate prospects of the Moss 
Street gallery. 

Compared with a total 
operating budget in 1972-73 of 
$87,000, the gallery this year 
will work on a budget of more 
than a quarter-million dollars. 

This includes a special 
grant of $148,000, from the 
National Museum Corporation 
in Ottawa, which will be used 
primarily in three ways: for 
refurbishing, for extension 
programs including servicing 
of other parts of the island, 
and to hire badly needed 
additional staff. 

“You don’t get money like 
this without going after it,” 
says Simmins. “You have to 
show you are entitled to it by 
being creatively aggressive, 
with a program that indicates 
growth and expansion.” 

The Victoria gallery, one of 
25 in Canada to be chosen an 
associate museum of the 
National Museum Cor¬ 
poration, has a distinguished 
permanent collection of 3,000 
art objects, and more gifts are 
donated almost daily. 

The value of this collection, 
estimated at more than $1 
million, also increases 
steadily. 

Simmins says the gallery 
has changed in status through 
recent developments. 

‘‘From being regarded 
civically as somewhat of an 
economic liability, we now 
become a major economic 
asset to the city by bringing 
into B.C. a quarter-million 
dollars of new money, most of 
which will be spent in Vic¬ 
toria,” he comments. 

Simmins, a former director 
of Vancouver Art Gallery, 
took over the directorship of 
the Victoria gallery less than 
a year ago, . 

One of his projects is to seek 
means to democratize the 
gallery from private to public 
status, a move which the 
board executive has approved 
in principle. 

A big part of the gallery’s 
funds now comes from private 
sources and through its 
membership. 

“We will always need and 
be grateful to our mem¬ 
bership,” says Simmins. “But 
the key to the future lies in a 
wider basis of balanced 
financing between national 
and provincial governments.” 

“Where gifts of art to 
private galleries allow the 
donors a deduction of 10 per 
cent of taxable income, a 
similar gift to a public gallery 
allows a deduction of 100 per 
cent.”

Views of foresters 
should reach public 
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Express Outdoor W riter 

Communication is the base of any advancement in this world 
I and some professional foresters were rem inded of this fact at a t 
J recent meeting of the Vancouver Island branch of the Canadian 
Institute of Forestry. 

Alister Crerar, head of the provincial environment and land 
use committee secretariat, told the audience they had been 
remiss in getting the forester’s viewpoint across. 

“In terms of communicating to the public . . . you really 
\ haven’t done a good job,’’ he explained. 

“I think you people are technically excellent. There’s no 
I question about that in my mind. But certainly in terms of 
j making your case in the public forum, there’s a lot to be done.” 

This inability to communicate, which is shared by other 
professional groups, also formed the basis of several 
discussions at the Association of B.C. Professional Foresters in 
Duncan last year. 

Still, save for an excellent CIF-sponsored lecture series by 
UBC forest ecologist Hamish Kimmins during the latter part of 
i 1973, little has been done to rectify the matter. 

This is a shame. 

Most of the foresters I have met are conservationists in the 
| strictest sense, with perhaps a deeper insight into matters than 
la layman could ever hope to attain. And this side of things is 
I never brought out. 

Certainly not all foresters fall into this category. The cut- 
I plant-and-get-out proponents are still around and very much in 
j evidence. But neither are 'll preservationists free of the taint of 
| vested interests. 

Ironically, lay conservationists have done ecology-minded 
foresters in various companies a favor. Public pressure has 


allowed them to make their views known and acted on in the 
boardrooms where they were previously suppressed. 

Crerar noted in his speech that it seemed unreasonable 
there was so little knowledge or interest in what constitutes 
good forestry in a place like British Columbia, where a good 
portion of the population is directly or indirectly dependent on 
the forest industry. 

He also said the base of the conservation movement wasn’t 
strictly glamor. 

“They’ve got something good and they’ve done a superb job 
of selling it. This means they have understood the mood of the 
latter half of the 20th century. 

“‘It’s the result of having been in some kind of com¬ 
munication with the public — back and forth. They now have a 
large, eloquent public support.” 

An ideal solution, perhaps, would be fa* more foresters to 
become active in the very groups which sometimes form their 
opposition. 

There’s some common sense in the old adage: 

“If you can’t beat them, join them.”
